U n ite d State* H eady to Give t h e C h in e se 
a Hest Hi Crenent. 
W ashington, Aug. So.*-Tho receipt of 
two cxumalty Hate from General Chaffee, 
dated Tien Tsin, made the basis of a re­ 
port th at he and the American forces 
had evacuated Pekin. It is stated at the 
war departm ent, however, that no ad­ 
vices have been received indicating that. 
General Chaffee had left Pekin and it 
was said that he would have advised the 
war departm ent and given his seasons 
for doing so had he contemplated such 
an im portant step. 
A cabinet oflicor is authority for the 
statem ent th at alleged differences be­ 
tween the powers, brought on by the 
reported action of Russia, have not dis­ 
turbed this governm ent in the least, and 
there is no inform ation ii* possession of 
this governm ent that Russia has de­ 
clared war or th at she is pursuing a 
course any way different from other 
governments represented in China. 
Our work in China has been accom­ 
plished iii a large i>art by the relief of 
the legations and our further obliga­ 
tion, that of aiding to restore and m ain­ 
tain peace, eau be accomplished through 
the representatives already on Chinese 
soil. 
It is pointed out th at in view oi 
the attitude already assumed by the 
U nited States and the large part it has 
had in Opening the way to Pekin, this 
governm ent is in a position to demand 
commercial freedom in China as a m ini­ 
mum condition of the final settlem ent 
iii the event of a territorial division of 
the Chinese empire, should th at be ac­ 
complished. 
After the cabinet meeting there was 
an extended conference on Chinese af­ 
fairs at the W hite House in which Sec­ 
retary Root and Acting Secretary Adee 
participated. 
The suggestion that the 
powers be asked to participate in a con­ 
ference or to give some indication of fu­ 
ture purpose in Chinn, was believed to 
bt) under consideration and it w as in ti­ 
mated that notes to the different powers 
have, been prepared. 
Secretary Root 
said at the close of the conference that 
nothing had developed of a serious na­ 
ture in the late reports from Chiua.
